ITEM #4 - DIRECTOR'S SUMMARY OF CURRENT EVENTS - R.J. Cardin, Director, Maricopa

» Programs and events at all the Parks have shown growth with increased attendance.



A public meeting will be on May 21* at the McDowell Mountain Regional Park Visitor Center for the
McDowell Master Trail Plan updates. Director Cardin requested the Commissioners to R.S.V.P.
with Debbie Lemon if they plan on attending.

The Dino Dig pit at the Desert Outdoor Center was recently dedicated.

Staff at Cave Creek, in conjunction with staff at the Desert Outdoor Center conducted training on
nature inclusion for other Interpretive Rangers and Park Supervisors.

The department received a $25,000 grant for Estrella Mountain Regional Park trails. The
department will be working with a youth group to update trails.

Danny Segoviano is retiring at the end of May, after 30 years of service to Maricopa County, he has
been working at Estrella.

Commissioner Arndt asked for further details on the McDowell Trail Meeting and notifications that
were sent out. Director Cardin stated that hundreds of invitations were sent out and asked Public
Information Officer, Dawna Taylor to confirm. Ms. Taylor stated that close to 500 invitations were
sent out and that numerous agencies were included.
